West Boosts 
Some Trade 
With Reds 
WASHINGTON UP— Foreign Op­ 
erations Chief Harold E. Stassen 
i reports the West is clamping down 
on war goods shipments to Iron 
Curtain countries but is boosting 
its nonstrateglc

In a 9 6-page report to Congress 
yesterday, he estimated that free 
world shipments to Red China of 
nonstrategic goods—that is, those 
not aiding her war potential—would 
total $375 million this year.

Italian Prem ier Giuseppe Pella 
had proposed a vote by the 38 0,- 
000 residents to determine the fu­ 
ture of the strategic Adriatic port 
city and surrounding territory.

Antibiotics Treat Social 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M D. 
THE great incidence of venereal 
disease in this country has long 
been the subject of a crusade by 
m oral and social forces. 
Early detection and tre a tm e n t 
w ith antibiotics have been the 
contributions of medical research 
to this crusade, factors which are 
greatly decreasing th e am o u n t of 
syphilis today and will lessen 
even further its future incidence. 
This Ls mainly due to the fact th a t 
cases are now quickly brought to 
trea tm e n t and given injections of 
antibiotics to m ake them no n - 
infective. 
Less T h an Two Days 
Also, the newer antibiotic drugs, 
especially penicillin, can m ake a 
person non-infective in a little 
less th a n two days. T he occur­ 
rence of syphilis has also been 
fu rth e r reduced by using large 
doses of penicillin in trea tin g 
cases of gonorrhea, an o th er type 
of venereal 
disease. Then, 
in 
patients with syphilis and gon­ 
orrhea, the syphilis is cured a t 
the sam e time. 
Most expectant m others have 
blood tests early In their preg ­ 
nancy. If syphilis is discovered 
in th e expectant w oman, she can 
be given the large dosages of pen ­ 
icillin th a t will keep her in fa n t 
from 
developing 
this 
disease.
